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Kids, Undergrads Both Learn at New Education Center

A school so enjoyable that parents have to drag 
their children away at the endofthe day. ..sound 
impossible? Perhaps; but it’s true of Juniata’s Early 
Childhood Education Center (ECEC). 

The Center program, initiated this fall, is an 
expansion of the College’s decades-old nursery 
school program. In its new form, it is already showing 
strong signs of success in providing youngsters 
(ages three through five) with educational activities 
for social, creative, physical and emotional 
development. 

As alaboratory school, the ECEC also gives 
Juniata students (who participate in the program as 
a required laboratory experience for certain 
education courses) the opportunity not only to study 
human development in theory, but also to observe 
and work quite intensely with youngsters at the 
center. 

According to center director Dr. Howard H. 
Crouch, as the ECEC program develops, Juniata 
students will also be able to receive the specialized 
knowledge needed to work with children with 
mental, emotional and physical learning disabilities, 

One needn't get the impression, though, that the 
ECEC is all seriousness. The undergraduates and 
staffers involved do get a chance to look at life 
development from amuch broader perspective, yet 
they also get achance to let their own childhoods 
come back into play as they engage in activities 
with the youngsters. 

As Dr. Crouch puts it, “The Juniata students are 
discovering that it’s not wrong to think in the highly 
imaginative terms of these young children.” He goes 
on to explain, “We are all beginning to realize that 
there is no dichotomy between work and play for 
children of these ages. They’re just active, very 
intense and very interested in the things they do.” 

A variety of “learning areas” is used to develop 
the children’s abilities with numbers, word / 
communications, science, music and drama. At 
present, 28 Huntingdon-area children are “asserting 
themselves in learning,” inthe words of Dr. Crouch. 

During the past ten weeks, children at the center 
have been involved in “self-awareness” units 
covering such topics as body parts, health, 
movement and the five senses. In the sciences they 
have learned about autumn, seeds and water and 
have conducted experiments with each of the 
senses. 

According to Dr. Crouch, who is the newly 
appointed Martin G. Brumbaugh Professor of 
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Above, children at the Center take things into their own 
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Jessiann Dortsch, head demonstration teacher, helps develop the creative urge—and perhaps a budding 
Picasso—at the Early Childhood Center. 


To get back to the children, then, when asked 
how her child responded tothe center program, one 
mother replied, “My daughter lovesit. . . | haveto 
carry her out every night!” She felt that her daughter 
had been stimulated by the program and that it was 
of great benefit to the child. 

Another mother was impressed by the 
organization of the program, such as the posting 
of lesson plans for each week and the mailing of 
a monthly newsletter to parents describing the past 
month's activities and outlining those ahead. The 
same parent also looked to the center as a “terrific 
opportunity” for her daughter to play with other four- 
year-old children, since there are few young children 
in her own neighborhood. 

In describing her daughter's response to the 
program, the second mother said, “She's crazy 
about it. Over the weekends, my daughter keeps 
asking ‘how many days until school starts again?’ ” 


Education, there is a minimum of three adults 
with the children at all times. In addition to the head 
demonstration teacher, Jessiann F. Dortch, and her 
assistant, Nina R. Williams, some 35 Juniata 
students participate inthe program as acourse 
requirement and there are several student 
volunteers. 

The ECEC has also instituted a volunteer 
Program in which parents of the participating 
youngsters give demonstrations during classes or 
serve as adult helpers. Dr. Crouch indicates that 
he would like to continue the parent program and 
expand into parents seminars. The latter, he added, 
would help parents discover how to carry the 
learning experiences begun at the center into their 
homes. 

Parent involvement also carries a big plus for 
Juniata undergraduates: it affords greater 
opportunity to deal with parents, the lack of which, 
Dr. Crouch points out, is aweakness of current 
elementary and secondary student teaching 
programs. The student-parent situation will develop 
even further, he feels, as the “parents seminar” 
program comes into being, especially if students are 
responsible for conducting seminars.

Four Named to Endowed Chairs 


Four Juniata faculty members—Drs. Robert P. 
Zimmerer, William E. Russey, Howard H. Crouch 
and Paul D. Schettler—were named this fall to 
endowed professorships at the College. 

According to President Binder, Dr. Zimmerer 
assumed a Charles A. Dana Supported 
Professorship in biology in September, while Dr. 
Russey will assume a similar chair in chemistry next 
year. Dr. Crouch has been named the Martin G. 
Brumbaugh Professor in Education, and Dr. 
Schettler has been honored as the Jacob H. and 
Rachel J. Brumbaugh Professor in Chemistry. 

The fund for four Dana Professorships was 
originally established in 1970 through a grant of 
$250,000 from the Charles A. Dana Foundation and 
amatching amount from alumni, trustees and 
friends. According to Dr. Binder, the fifth Dana 
Professorship (Dr. Russey’s) was made possible by 
the success of the development campaign in 
support of the program. 

Funds for the Martin G. Brumbaugh chair were 
contributed by friends of the late Juniata president 
and Pennsylvania governor as a tribute to his 
significant contributions to education. The chair was 
last held by Dr. Miriam Schlegel Musselman, 
professor of education emerita. 

The late Dr. Norman J. Brumbaugh, finally, 
designated a major portion of his estate to establish 
the Jacob and Rachel Brumbaugh chair, a memorial 
to his parents. Jacob Brumbaugh was a faculty 
member, principal and trustee of the Huntingdon 
Normal School (later Juniata) and of Juniata through 
1934. The chair was last held by Dr. Donald M. 
Rockwell, professor of chemistry emeritus. 

Dr. Zimmerer joined the Juniata faculty in 1961. 
He is a 1954 graduate of the University of Wisconsin 
and holds the M.S. degree from Cornell University 
and the Ph.D. fromthe Pennsylvania State 
University. 

Department chairman since 1974, Zimmerer has 
written anumber of articles for scientific journals and 
is aconsultant in microbiology at J. C. Blair Memorial 
Hospital, Huntingdon. 

Dr. Russey, a 10-year faculty member, received 
the B.S. degree magna cum laude from Kalamazoo 
_____ College in 1961. He earned his master's degree and 
Ph.D. from Harvard University and has studied as 
a Fulbright Scholar at the University of Bonn. 

Juniata’s eighth Beachley Distinguished 
Professor, he has been a Woodrow Wilson Fellow, 

a National Science Foundation Fellow and a National 
Institutes of Health Pre-doctoral Fellow. He has also 
published anumber of scientific writings. 
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Dr. Crouch, a Juniata faculty member since 
1963, is aformer chairman of the education 
department and the social sciences division. In 
addition to his teaching duties, he presently serves 
as director of Juniata’s Early Childhood Education 
Center (see page 1). ~ 

A 1949 graduate of the Ohio State University, 
he received the master of education degree from 
Westminster College and the Ph.D. from Ohio State. 

Dr. Schettler joined the Juniata faculty in 1967. 
He has served as department chairman since 1975, 
has worked on various faculty committees and is 
involved inthe development of the College's general 
education program. 

He received the bachelor of science degree with 
high honors in chemistry from the University of Utah 
in 1958 and earned the Ph.D. in physical chemistry 
from Yale University.

The Rev. Donald L. Robinson’51, pastor of the 
First Church of the Brethren, Reading, has been 
named chairman of the 1976-77 Annual Support 
Fund at Juniata. 

According to President Binder, the College will 
seek, under Robinson's leadership, toreacha 
record support fund goal inthe first year ofthe 
College’s second century. The 1976-77 fund, 
Juniata’s eighth such effort, will attempt to raise 
$170,000, some $20,000 more than last year’s 
campaign. 

A native of Johnstown, Robinson received the 
bachelor of science degree in psychology and 
philosophy from Juniata. He later earned both the 
bachelor of divinity and master of divinity degrees 
from Bethany Theological Seminary, Oak Brook, IIl., 
in 1954 and 1972, respectively. 

In addition to his pastoral responsibilities, 
Robinson serves on the faculty of the Reading Area 
Community College and as president of the Reading 
Family Guidance Center. He is arecipient of the 
B’nai B'rith Brotherhood Award. 

An active alumnus, Robinson has served as an 
admissions volunteer since 1967 and has also 
performed duties as a class fund agent and Alumni 
Council member. He is marriedto the former Eleanor 
J. Judy and the couple has three children: John '76, 
Jane ’77, and James. 


Latest Prestige Scholars Listed 


Bolstered by the first 10 Brumbaugh-Ellis Scholars and 36 winners of the first Alumni Annual Support 
Fund Scholarships, Juniata’s listing of “Prestige Scholars” for the 1976-77 year was released this fall 


by Thomas D. Snyder ’66, director of admissions. 


According to Snyder, the Brumbaugh-Ellis Scholars included eight women and two men, the Alumni 
Scholars, 21 women and 15 men. All, of course, are freshmen. Of five National Merit Scholars, two 
of whom are freshmen, three were women and two men. 

As detailed in last February's Bulletin, the Brumbaugh-Ellis program provides up to 10 stipends 
of up to $1500 each per year. The ASF Scholarships range in value to $1000 per year, with funding 
provided through a $20,000 increase in the Annual Support Fund last year, and through similar increases 


planned for the next several years.

Natural Gas Research is Aided by Grant 


Natural gas is among the most-used, most highly 
efficient energy resources in America today. It is also 
well known, however, that the nation’s current and 
projected demands far outstrip its current supply 
and proven reserves. 

How will we find more natural gas? Juniata is 
helping to answer that question right now, engaging 
in research on the interaction of hydrocarbon 
(natural gas) and shale. Infact, the U.S. Energy 
Research and Development Administration (ERDA) 
has found Juniata’s investigation important enough 
to grant the college $45,000 for the first year of its 
research program. 

According to Dr. Paul D. Schettler, Jr., professor 
of chemistry and principal investigator on the 
project, ‘Essentially all of the presently exploited

natural gas reservoirs are sandstone formations, 
usually in close proximity to major oil fields. 
However, the relatively impermeable upper 
Devonian shales underlying a vast area of eastern 
Ohio, Kentucky, West Virginia, western and central 
Pennsylvania and southwestern New York also 
contain extremely large quantities of hydrocarbon 
gases.” 

What Dr. Schettler proposes to do in his research 
is to explore the gas potential of shales. Using core 
samples provided from ERDA drillings throughout 
the Devonian shale areas, Dr. Schettler and his co- 
workers will attempt to develop direct correlations 
between easily determined shale characteristics 
and gas potential. 

Working with Dr. Schettler in the program are 
several members of the Juniata chemistry faculty, 
including Drs. Dale L. Wampler, William E. Russey 
and Donald J. Mitchell, and several undergraduate 
students. 

“The primary aim of the work,’ says Dr. Schettler, 
“is to develop techniques whereby a driller can 
rapidly and accurately evaluate the potential gas 
production ina region from which acore sample 
is available along with the usual stratigraphic 
information.” 

The potential benefits of this research are 
enormous. lf a really substantial portion of the 
existing shale gas could be released using new 
technologies, it has been estimated that the nation’s 
gas need, at present rates of consumption, could 
perhaps be met for several centuries.

MOD Goal is Near 


Having entered the final chapter of its eight-year, 
$10.1-million Margin of Difference development 
program, Juniata is now completing a project 
designed to raise $560,000 and reach the Margin 
of Difference goal by the end of this December. 

Entitled “The Last 100 Days of the First 100 
Years,” the new fund-raising effort was approved 
by the executive committee of the Board of Trustees 
in September and introduced to the President's 
Development Council in early October. 

According to Foster G. Ulrich, Jr., vice president 
for development, the “Last 100 Days” has included 
several individual campaigns and support 
programs. 

Two trustees,-Francis W. Zimmerman ’54 of North 
Wales and Charles C. Brown, Jr. ‘59 of Bellefonte, 
are leading campaigns designed to raise $100,000 
from alumni, parents and other friends of the college. 
Members of the President's Development Council 
and the Alumni Council are assisting the two in their 
leadership efforts. 

The Last 100 Days is also aimed at completing 
two matching projects begun during the past year: 
“Challenge 76,” a $500,000 incentive gift from the 
College's trustees, anda $100,000 challenge grant 
from the Charles A. Dana Foundation. 

The College has specifically sought additional 
support from its deferred giving program, especially 
through gift annuities and contributions to the 
pooled income fund. The campaign outline has also 
called for approximately $100,000 in support from 
foundations, corporations and industries. 

The $10.1-million Margin of Difference effort is 
the largest development campaign in Juniata’s 100- 
year history. Initiated in 1968, the program has 
provided, through its first two phases, funds for the 
construction of Ellis College Center, endowment, 
support of teaching, student aid and development 
of the College’s new curriculum.

The new position honors the late Dr. W. Newton 
Long and his widow, Hazel A. Long, of Boonsboro, 
Md. Dr. Long was a former president and chairman 
of the board of the Miller Chemical and Fertilizer 
Corporation of Baltimore. 

Dr. Long also served on Juniata's board from 
1923 until 1971 and as trustee emeritus from 1971 
until his death in 1975. 

In addition to his service to the College, Dr. Long 
was an outstanding churchman and was involved 
with the work of the Church of the Brethren at the 
district, regional and national levels. in 1958, he was 
presented with an honorary doctor of divinity degree 
by Juniata. 

Both of Dr. Long’s sons, Dr. W. Newton, Jr., and 
Dr. Howard F. Long, are Juniata graduates. The 
former, amember of the class of 1940, is a professor 
of obstetrics and gynecology at the Emory University 
School of Medicine, Atlanta, Ga., while the latter, 

a 1950 graduate, is a lecturer in the Institute for Child 
Study at the University of Maryland. 

Dr. Crosby received the A.B. degree from the 
Cincinatti Bible Seminary in 1937 and the B.S. 
degree from Wilmington (O.) College in 1939. He 
holds the master’s degree from Haverford College 
(1940) andthe Ph.D. from George Washington 
University (1949), and has studied further at the 
University of Havana and the University of 
Pennsylvania.

Juniata as much in their day as we did in ours; (4) 
an abiding sense of security which can't be easily 
expressed but which is real for us. 


@ Inthis instance, an alumnus and his wife have 
made two pooled income gifts. 

When | retired several years ago, my wife and 
/ found it wise to change our investment in stocks 
from an emphasis on appreciation in value to an 
emphasis on present income. At that time we 
considered the eventual disposal of our assets and 
decided to include Juniata in our plans. 

In considering the management of stocks for the 
production of maximum income, we decided to 
examine Juniata’s pooled income fund. Since we 
held some stocks which had greatly increased in 
value but were bringing us very little present income, 
we decided to give these to Juniata for inclusion 
in the pooled income fund. 

We felt that this was a wise decision not only 
because it gave us atax advantage, but because 
it placed these stocks under expert management. 

In this way we would have present income, and we 
would also be giving a gift which would provide 
future students at Juniata a sane and fulfilling 
education. 

We have found that the income we receive from 
the pooled income fund has indeed helped us to 
“balance our budget.” We are looking forward to 
placing additional funds in Juniata’s deferred giving 
program.

With our children educated and well established, 
my husband and | realized that we had reached the 
happy age of lessened responsibilities. It was time, 
also, to give serious consideration to our estate 
planning. 

Together my husband and | have a deep sense 
of debt for the excellent education we received at 
Juniata. Our lives were greatly enriched by our 
Juniata experience. Therefore, we decided to 
establish a charitable gift annuity at Juniata, to repay 
—at least in small part—our debt to our alma mater. 

Secondly, we have high hope for Juniata’s future. 
ltis satisfying to know that when we are gone, young 
people will have the opportunity to come under 
Juniata’s influence and to receive an education 
beneficial and rewarding for them. Our gift, in 
concert with others, will help in supporting the 
Juniata of tomorrow. 

Thirdly, our gift annuity provides us with needed 
income during our lifetimes. There will be a steady 
and fair return on our annuity gift until we both die. 

In addition, there are certain tax advantages that 
are attractive and beneficial. 

We are considering an additional annuity 
contract. With our ages increased since our other 
annuity was established, the rate of return on the 
new contract will be larger than on the previous one. 

Interested readers should keep in mind thatthe 
two forms of deferred giving mentioned above do 
not require large amounts of money. An annuity 
contract can be established for $1,000 or more, and 
a life income contract (which provides for 
participation in the pooled income fund) can be 
obtained for $5,000 or more. 

Keep in mind also that the 1976 Tax Reform Act 
calls for substantial change in taxes on estates and 
gifts. This is, therefore, a good time to consult your 
attorney and financial adviser. Fortunately, the newly 
enacted law continues to provide the same tax 
incentives that existed previously for the 
establishment of charitable annuities and life income 
contracts.

Three Fall Squads All Winners; Winter Teams Challenged 


This, of course, was a year to remember at 
Juniata. Indeed, it could be no other way as the 
College turned 100 years young. Mindful of their part 
in history, therefore, the Indian fall sports teams 
turned in a Juniata first: three winning varsity records 
for the season. 

The key to the feat was the Indians’ newest 
autumn entry, the fourth-year field hockey team. 
Under second-year coach Alexa Fultz, the stickgals 
logged their first winning effort, winding up 6-5 
despite two losses in post-season play. 

Seeded third, the Indians opened the MACs with 
a 3-1 win over Delaware Valley, then dropped a 
similar decision to F & M, the tourney champ. Vying 
for a spot in the consolation finals, they lost a 1-0 
nod to Wilkes in the last 10 seconds of the season. 

“The Wilkes game was a heart-breaker,’ said 
Fultz, “and we gave F & Marun, so don't count us 
out of even bigger things next year. The girls 
improved tremendously, worked exceedingly hard, 
and should do as much again next fall.” To back 
her up, the Tribe loses just two seniors—co-captain 
and halfback Bev Martin and inner Janet Kelsall— 
and returns every player who scored. 

The latter are led by sophomore centerforward 
Alison Reeves, who led the Tribe in scoring for the 
second consecutive year. With 14 goals on the 
season, Reeves boosted her two-year total to 23— 
both Juniata records—and turned in three “hat- 
trick” performances. Junior inner Bonnie Books 
added tive scores on the season, while sophomore 
Claire Swavely excelled in the goal. 

Youth was also the dominant force for the Tribe 
cross country team, which finished 6-4 in dual-meet 
action and 10th at the MACs. Again two seniors are 
the only losses, and only one—Dave Parker— 
scored this fall. Parker ranked number three for the 
Tribe behind a pair of freshmen, while three other 
frosh ranked four through six. 

scott Malay paced the Indian cause the second 
half of the season, finishing 28th at the MACs. Marty 
O'Leary led the way the earlier portion of the year, 
as the Indians won their first four meets before 
dropping a shutout to MAC champion Gettysburg. 
Though O'Leary did not finish at the MACs, Parker 
was 48th, Jim Foster 60th, Bob Butler 69th, soph 
Mike Bodley 80th, and Chris Nagle 105th. 

The Indian gridders, finally, came painfully close 
to staging the biggest birthday party of all—an 
undefeated season. At 6-3 for the year, they did

make head coach Walt Nadzak the Indians’ 
winningest coach of all time, accounting for his 45th 
win in eight seasons, and they did turn in their fifth 
straight winning record. They lost their bid for a 
perfect mark, however, by a total of seven points, 
losing to Albright 15-13, Lycoming 14-13, and 
Wilkes 14-10, allon big plays. 

Among the Indians’ wins, on the other hand, was 
a 14-7 verdict at Westminster, the only loss for the 
1976 NAIA Division II national champion. 


FOUR GRIDDERS ALL-MAC 


At season's end, four Indians were named All- 
MAC: senior quarterback Dave Wichrowski, 
sophomore halfback DeWayne Rideout, and record- 
breaking juniors Bob Devine (safety) and Stan Nosal 
(Kicker of the Year). In addition, four seniors were 
accorded honorable mention: middle guard Stu 
Jackson; defensive end Joe Weimer; linebacker 
Dave Nichols; and tight end Ed Flynn. 

Wichrowski, who finished third in the league in 
both passing and total offense, led the squad in both 
columns. Despite missing the Wilkes game, he 
completed 76 of 139 passes for 860 yards and five 
touchdowns. He was intercepted just five times, and 
his completion percentage—54.7—was the best for 
the Tribe since 1968. Adding 98 yards rushing, he 
finished with a total offensive average of 120 yards 
pergame. 

Flynn led the Tribe in receiving yardage, edging 
junior splitend Tom Gibboney, 335-334, though 
sophomore halfback Allen Lipstein edged them both 
inreceptions with 24. With six touchdowns, Lipstein 
was also the Tribe's top scorer, but Nosal was close 
behind. 

Nosal converted 13 of 15 extra point attempts 
and seven of 14 field goals, good for 34 points, 
setting new Indian field goal records for a season 
and career. He broke Don Corle’s seasonal mark 
(6), set in 1964, while his three-year total of 15 
surpasses Mike McNeal’s 12, set from 1970-73. 

Rideout captured three Tribe titles: rushing, kick 
and punt returns. Despite a nagging ankle injury 
which cost him two games, he rushed for 497 yards 
—4.0 per carry—and averaged 19 per kick return 
and 6.5 per punt return. 

No single back played all nine games for the 
Indians this fall, with Rideout, Lipstein and 
sophomore fullback Gary Lyter each managing 
seven. Lyter finished second in rushing with 418 
yards, leading in yards per carry at 4.3, while 
Lipstein was third with 358. 

Defensively, Devine entered the Indian books 
with his seven interceptions, which gave him 20 for 
three years. The former Tribe career mark, 17, was 
shared by Joe Coradetti'73 and Pete Straup 70. 

Inthe tackle column, Jackson, Weimer and 
Nichols led with 92, 79 and 78 stops, respectively. 
In winning his third straight tackle crown, Jackson 
included 36 solo efforts, nine sacks and 15 tackles 
for losses—all highs for the team. : 


WINTER OUTLOOK MIXED 


With the fall sports teams turning in three winning 
records, then, Juniata’s three varsity winter squads 
face something of a challenge: to end the first 100 
years and beginthe second in similar fashion. The 
outlook, alas, is somewhat mixed. 

On the basketball court, men’s coach Meditch 
can look to just five lettermen, one of wnom—senior 
guard Tim Brady—did not play last year. Brady will 
start, however, joining last year’s leading scorer, 
sophomore Roger Galo, at guard. Galo averaged 
19.4 points per game as a freshman and became 
the Indians’ second-highest scoring rookie cager 
ever. He was also named second-team All-MAC, the 
only freshman picked for the first two units. 

Up front the Tribe will probably start two 
sophomores and a freshman, atleast until junior 
transfer Tay Waltenbaugh can play. A6-6 addition 
from American University, Waltenbaugh becomes 
eligible in January. Inthe meantime, Meditch has 
sophs John Grzesiuk and Dane Medich at forward 
and freshman Andy Dwyer at center. The 6-5 Medich 
is also a transfer, moving in from Western Kentucky. 

Briefly, then, experience will be severely limited, 
but height will be somewhat improved, and Meditch 
hopes to make the most of his depth. Signs point, 
therefore, to improving on last year’s 8-15 record, 
but a winning season is touch-and-go. 

For the women cagers, who are just beginning 
practice for a January debut, indications suggest 
a return to winning ways. Last year they finished 
8-9 for second-year coach Ed Gargula, but two losses 
came at the MACs—one by a single bucket.

Veterans are paced by last year’s one-two 
scorers, junior forward Jan Edgar and senior center 
Mardi Frye. Edgar averaged 13 points and 10.6 
rebounds per game last year, while Frye, the leader 
the year before, chipped in with 11 and9.8. Reeves, 
the hockey standout, should earn a start at guard, 
with junior Janet Bechtel and freshman Nancy 
Zinkham pressing for spots on the wings. 

For the Indian wrestlers, finally, there's plenty of 
room for improvement, and veteran coach Bill 
Berrier feels the needed help is onthe way. Coming 
off a1-10-1 campaign, the Indians are shooting for 
their best record since 1968-69, when they finished 
8-3. 

Among his veterans, Berrier will bank most 
heavily on senior captain Scott Simmons, 11-4-1 at 
heavyweight last year; sophomore Herk Perry (190), 
7-5 last winter; junior Bob Thompson (150), 6-4-1; 
and sophomore Jay Zimmerman (167), 2-7-1. 

Freshmen, however, will dominate the lower 
weights and add a spark at 177. At the latter spot, 
Randy Leopold was 17-1 at the Hill School last year, 
while other rookie leaders are Bruce Amig (118), 11- 
4 at Cedar Cliff; Ned Ehrlich (126), 17-2 at 
Wyomissing; and Joe Paskill (142), 17-2 at North 
Penn. 


Kershishnik Killed in 
Tragic Mine Accident 


Joseph R. “Crazy Joe” Kershishnik, amember 
ofthe class of 1977 anda three-year letterman in 
football, was killed Nov. 27 by a roofing collapse 
inthe North American Coal Corp.’s Aulds Run Mine 
No. 2 in Indiana County. 

A Clymer native, Kershishnik was 21. He was a 
1973 graduate of Penns Manor High School, where 
he had captained the football team and also lettered 
in track. 

A mathematics major at Juniata, Kershishnik had 
left the College this year to work inthe mine and 
help support his family. He had planned, however, 
to complete his degree on College Hill next fall. 

Kershishnik was an Indian regular since his 
freshman year, having played as afirst-line 
substitute on the 1973 Stagg Bow! team. A defensive 
tackle, he started during both his sophomore and 
junior seasons. 

According to head coach Walt Nadzak, “Joe was 
one of the hardest-working, most enthusiastic, 
honest kids we’ve ever had. He was honest about 
his love for the game, his love for Juniata, and his 
love for his family. He was a highly principled young 
man whom we'll miss very much.” 

Kershishnik was also known for his letters to the 
Indiana Gazette, which concerned Juniata’s new 
football rivalry with Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania. “It was hard for Joe to miss this year’s 
game,’ says Nadzak, ‘and he wanted nothing more 
than to get his degree and to play innext year’s 
rematch. His feelings, as revealedin his letters, said 
as much about small-college football—Juniata’s 
kind especially—as | could ever hope to say.” 





Four New Board Members 


Four new members, three of whom are alumni 
of the college, have been elected to the Juniata 
Board of Trustees. A fifth appointment will be 
announced in the near future, according to 
President Binder. 

The newly-elected board members are Dr. 
Warren F. Groff ’49, president of Bethany 
Theological Seminary, Oak Brook, Ill.; Francis W. 
Zimmerman ‘54, an accounting supervisor for the 
Bell Telephone Company of Pennsylvania; Atty. 
Charles C. Brown, Jr. 59, district attorney for Centre 
County, Pa.; and John D. Phillips, president of the 
CBS Columbia Group, New York City. 

Dr. Groff, wno assumed the presidency of 
Bethany last fall, filled the board position vacated 
by Dr. Paul M. Robinson ’'35, president emeritus of 
Bethany. When Dr. Robinson retired as Bethany’s 
president, he also stepped down from the Juniata 
board. 

After receiving the B.A. degree summacum 
laude from Juniata, Dr. Groff earned the B.D. degree 
from Yale Divinity School in 1952 and the Ph.D. from 
Yale University in 1955. He was also avisiting 
scholar at Harvard University. 

Arecent recipient of Juniata’s National Alumni 
Association Achievement Award, he has authored 
several books and has contributed numerous 
articles to religious publications. He resides in 
Lombard, Ill. 

Zimmerman, who was elected to a three-year 
term as the representative from the Atlantic 
Northeast District of the Church of the Brethren, 
succeeds Laura Beach Waltz '42 of Philadelphia. 
There are three church-nominated trustees among 
the 30-member board. 

Active in alumni affairs, Zimmerman has served 
as a club officer, class fund agent, campaign worker 
and Alumni Council member. He chaired the 
College’s Annual Support Fund in 1972-73 and 
continues to serve on the President's Development 
Council, to which he was appointed in 1971. Heis 
amember of the Philadelphia First Church of the 
Brethren-and lives in North Wales. 

Brown is one of three alumni representatives to 
the board. A partner in the Bellefonte law firm of 
McQuaide, Blasko and Brown, he succeeds Henry 
H. Gibbel '57 of Lititz in holding the three-year term. 

Centre County District Attorney since 1966, 
Brown received his law degree from the New York 
University School of Law in 1962, having studied 
as a Root-Tilden Scholar. He has served as a 
member of the President’s Development Council, as 
president of the National AlumniAssociation,asa = 
class fund agent and regional campaign chairman, 
and as an alumni admissions volunteer. He is also 
involved in numerous church and civic projects. 

Phillips has been with CBS since 1973. 
Previously, he was a founder and president of R. 
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Brown, John D. Phillips, and Dr. Warren Groff. 


J. Reynolds Foods, Inc., (1966-72) and vice 
president of American Home Company, Corp. 
(1960-66). He served as director of marketing for 
Armour and Co. from 1956-60, and had earlier spent 
ten years as a partner in Miss Wisconsin Cheese. 

A 1937 graduate of the University of Wisconsin, 
Phillips is a director of CBS, the Cornelius Company, 
and East Point Corporation. He is also a trustee for 
the New York City Public Library, Mt. Senario 
College and the Mead School for Human 
Development, and resides at Pilot Rock, Riverside, 
Conn.
